Eligibility Classification Under 
Which Tires May Be Obtained 

The list of vehicles which may be equipped vvith new rubber 
tires, casings, or tubes is as follows: 

No certificate shall be Issued unless the applicant for the 
certificate certifies that the tire, casing or tube for which appli- 
cation is made is to be mounted: 

(a) On a vehicle which is operated by a physician, sur- 
geon, visiting nurse, or a veterinary, and which is used principally 
for professional services. 

(b) On an ambulance. 

(c) On a vehicle used exclusively for one or more of fhe 
following purposes: 

1. To maintain fire Tghting services; 

2. To maintain necessary public police services; 

3. To enforce such laws as relate specifically to the 
protection of public health »nd safety; 

4. To maintain garbage disposal and other sanitation 
services. 

5. To maintain mail services. 

(d) On a vehicle, with a capacity of ten or more passen- 
gers, operated exclusively for one or more of the following pur- 
poses: 

1. Transportation of passengers as part of the services 
rendered to the public by a regular transportation 
system; 

2. Transportation of students and teachers to and 
from school; 

3. Transportation of employees to or from any Indus- 
trial or mining establishment or construction proj- 
ect, except when public transportation facilities 
are readily available. 

(e) On a truck operated exclusively for one or more of the 
purposes stated in the preceding sec+Ions or for one or more of 
the following purposes: 

I. Transportation of ice and fuel; 

bu!l<)ing iM n12ilnt«nance of public road; > 

3. Transportation of material and equipment- for the 
construction and maintenance of public utilities; 

4. Transportation of material, and equipment for the 
construction and maintenance of production facili- 
ties. 

5. Transportation of material and equipment for the 
construction of defense housing facilities and mili- 
tary and naval establishments; 

6. Transportation essential to render roofing, plumb- 
ing, heating and electrical repair services; 

"/. Transportation by any common carrier; 

8. Transportation of raw materials, semi-manufactured 
goods and finished products, including farm proj- 
ects and foods, provided that no certificate shall 
be Issued for a new tire or tube to be mounted on 
a truck used la) for the transportation of com- 
modities to the ultimate consumer for personal, 
family, or household use; or (b) for transportation 
of materials for construction and maintenance ex- 
cept to the extent specifically provided by subsec- 
tions 2, 3, 4, 5, and 6 of this section (e). 

9. Transportation of waste and scrap materials. 

(f) On farm tractors or other farm implements other than 
automobiles or trucks for the operation of which rubber tires, cas- 
ings or tubes are essential. 

(g) On industrial, mining, and construction equipment 
other than autompbiles or trucks for the operation of which rub- 
ber tires, casings or tubes are essential.

QUOTA SET FOR AUTOS AND TRUCKS 

Method of Issuing Certi 



cotes Explained By 
Price Chief 

Makeup of the 11 district tire ra- 
tioning boards which began func- 
tioning Monday, January 5, in 
Montgomery County has been an- 
nounced by the Montgomery County 
Tire Rationing Board. 

The County Board was established 
by tile County Defense Council un- 
der authority from the State Coun- 
cil of Defense, Harrlsburg and the 
Office of Price Administration. 
Washington. Its members are A. 
B. Detwiler, Oaks, chairman; Nor- 
man L. John, Pottstown, secretary, 
and John A. Lafore, Jr., Merion. 

Under the new government regu- 
lations no new tires will be sold for 
civilian use without a certificate and 
certificates can be issued only by 
the local Tiic Rationing Boards to 
applicants within the eligibility 
classification set up by the govern- 
ment. 

The quota for January for Mont- 
gomery County is 252 passenger car 
tires and 211 passenger car tubes. 
For trucks and buses, the quota for 
the month Is 534 tires and 446 tubes, 
The grand total for January o! 
tires and tubes for both passenger 
cars, trucks and buses is 1443 units.

Boards. Headquarters of the Tire 
Boards will be in the various Draft 
Board offices insofar as possible. 

As soon as application blanks for 
tire certificates are received from 
Washington they will be made avail- 
available at the headquarters of the 
District Tire Boards, at police sta- 
tions, post offices and at approved 
tire dealers and garages in the area. 
Functions of the local lire boards, 
as set forth in regulations issued 
by the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, are as follows: 

(1) Receive applications for tire 
rationing certificate and decide in 
accordance with established eligibil- 
ity classifications and criteria of 
need whether or not the applicant 
IS entitled to a new tire or tube with- 
in the quota assigned to the board. 

(2) Upon approval, to issue a seri- 
ally numbered certificate to the ap- 
plicant that will entitle him to buy 
the tire or tube needed, if and 
where available. 

(3) Keep records of all applica- 
tions filed, allowed, rejected, and of 
certificates issued, 

(4) Make periodic reports to the 
Coimty Tire Rationing Board and 
the local defense council.

Eligibility Classification Under 
Which Tires May Be Obtained 

The list of vehicles which may be equipped with new rubber 
tires, casings, or tubes Is as follows: 

No certircate shall be issued unless the applicant for the 
certificate certifies that the tire, casing or tube for which appli- 
cation is made is to be mounted: 

(a) On a vehicle which Is operated by a physician, sur- 
geon, visiting nurse, or a veterinary, and which is used principally 
for professional services. 

(bl On an ambulance. 

(c) On a vehicle used exclusively for one or more of the 
following purposes: 

1. To maintain fire fighting services; 

2. To maintain necessary public police services; 

3. To enforce such laws as relate specifically to the 
protection of public health and safety; 

4. To maintain garbage disposal and other sanitation 
services. 

5. To maintain mail services. 

Id) On a vehicle, with a capacity of ten or more passen- 
gers, operated exclusively for one or more of the following pur- 
poses: 

1. Transportation of passengers as part of the services 
rendered to the public by a regular transportation 
system; 

2. Transportation of students and teachers to and 
from school; 

3. Transportation of employees to or from any indus- 
trial or mining establishment or construction proj- 
ect, except when public transportation facilities 
are readily available. 

(el On a truck operated exclusively for one or more of the 
purposes stated in the preceding sections or for one or more of 
the following purposes: 

1. Transportation of ice and fuel;

NAME LOCAL TIRE RATIONING BOARD; 
QUOTA SET FOR AUTOS AND TRUCKS 



Method of Issuing Certi- 
cates Explained By 
Price Chief 

Makeup of the 11 district tire ra- 
tioning boards which began func- 
tioning Monday, January 5, in 
Montgomery County has been an- 
nounced by the Montgomery County 
Tire Rationing Board. 

The County Board was established 
by tlte County Defense Council un- 
der authority from the State Coun- 
cil of Defense, Harrlsburg and the 
Office of Price Administration. 
Washington, Its members are A. 
B. Detwiler, Oaks, chau-man; Nor- 
man L. John, Pottstown, secretary, 
and John A. Lafore, Jr., Merion. 

Under the now government regu- 
lations no new tires will be sold for 
civilian use without a certificate and 
certificates can be issued only by 
the local Th-e Rationing Boards to 
applicants within the eligiblhty 
classification set up by the govern- 
ment. 

The quota for January for Mont- 
gomery County is 252 passenger car 
tires and 211 passenger car tubes. 
For trucks and buses, the quota for 
the month is 534 tires and 446 tubes. 
The grand total for January of 
tires and tubes for both passsnger 
cars, trucks and buses is 1443 uhlts,

As soon as application blanks for 
tire certificates are received from 
Washington they will be made avail- 
available at the headquarters of the 
District Tire Boards, at police sta- 
tions, post offices and at approved 
tire dealers and garages in the area. 
Functions of the local tire boards, 
a.s set forth in regulations issued 
by the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, are as fallows: 

(1) Receive applications for tire 
rationing certificate and decide in 
accordance with established eligibil- 
ity classifications and criteria of 
need whether or not the applicant 
is entitled to a new tire or tube with- 
in the quota assigned to the board. 

(2) Upon approval, to Issue a seri- 
ally numbered certificate to the ap- 
plicant that will entitle him to buy 
the tire or tube needed, if and 
where available. 

(3) Keep records of all applica- 
tions filed, allowed, rejected, and of 
certlficatt^s Issued. 

(4) Make periodic reports to the 
County Tire Rationing Board and 
the local defense coimcil.

PoKce Setup for 
Defense Is lh*ged 

Sup+. Siegle Says It Is 
Natural Seat of Auth- 
ority 

Development of defense programs 
around local police departments 
was advocated by Haverford Town- 
ship Superintendent of Police Sam- 
uel Siegle in a speech broadcast 
over Station WTP Tuesday night,' 
in a police program. 

In answering questions put to 
him by R. George Harvey, asso- 
ciated with the Pennsyl-vatila Po- 
lice Chiefs Association, Superin- 
tendent Siegle told of the results 
obtained in defense work in Hav- 
erford Township, where Siegle is 
chairman of the Defense Council. 

"Two major objectives," he said, 
"have been foremost in working 
out the Haverford Township De- 
fen.se Program. Both of these were 
aimed at answering two great 
questions which arose in everyone's 
mind when war was declared. 
These -were: "What is Ijetng done?" 
and "What can I do?" 

"Once these questions were an- 
swered, we knew we would be on 
the right road to mobilizing all our 
civilian forces. Only such an ap- 
proach could be expected to bring 
a maximum of protection for our 
homes and families. Thus, from 
the beginning, we have not left a 
stone unturned in moving rapidly 
ahead on our program. The Na- 
tion is on the march, and this 
march, to be victorious, must be 
reflected in every community as 
well as in our battle outposts. It is 
imperative that our defense pro- 
grams get in step with this march. 
This is why we have considered it 
nece.s.sary to build a, quick-stepping 
defense program around our police 
department. If a dv-fense program 
is to lake shape as quickly as it 
is needed, :ve were convinced from 
the onset that it should be built 
around the local con.stabalary or 
police departments. Our reasons 
for this I think goes a long way 
tx)ward answering the problems of 
confusion and indecision that have 
arisen in some other municipalities. 

"First, the police, by the nature 
of their existence as a law enforce- 
ment body, organized to protect 
persons and property, form the 
natural nucleus from which a 
greater defense program can ex- 
pand. The average police depart- 
ment already has community-wide 
contac^. in motion. It is ready to 
go to work and its officials are 
ready to direct the volunteer Serv- 
ices of others. Patrol cars are on 
the road and radio hook-ups are 
in operation. Daily, they are deal- 
ing with problems which, basically, 
are .similar to the problems we 
may expect to encounter on a 
larger scale if American cities are 
bombed. 

"Second, the community's police 
force is already established in the 
eyes of the public as the seat of 
authority 'when trouble arises or 
an emergency develops. We all 
know residents call the police sta- 
tion on the least provocation. By 
nature and by organization, the po- 
lice department is semi-military in 
structure. It is the only author- 
itative body to which such a func- 
tion could be entrusted unless, be- 
cause of inefficient and inadequate 
defense preparations, it becomes 
necessary to call in regalar Army 
men to do the job. 

What we urge is that the local 
police department become the 
skeleton around which the defense 
program is built. Let its official 
existence as the police power of 
the local comm-unity become the 
symbol of authority from which the 
defense program expands. 

"We In Haverford Township be- 
lieve that the results thus far ob- 
tained are laregly due to this 
promise from which We are wortc- 
ing. We urge it as the antidrfte 
for the confusion over defense 
preparations which we have "wit- 
nessed in other communities. Like 
all municipalities, we have many 
defense problems to solve, but jve 
believe we have removed some of 
the elementary stumbling blocks by 
answering those two important 
questions: We have told people 
what they can do to help and we 
have assigned them actual tasks. 
We have demonstrated to our peo- 
ple that "something" is being done 
and by providing the opportunities 
for extensive volunteer service they 
are actual accomplishments.
